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tagious diseases, such matter shall be referred to tht:: president of the state 
board of health who shall forthwith appoint a committee of three (3) members 
thereof, which committee shall upon two days' nqtice to the parties interf:sted, 
investigate the matter and make such order in the premises as the facts war­
rant. and sucb order shall be final. 

SEC. 2. .Jurisdiction. The health officers of the municipality which is 
allowed to maintain a pesthousc or hospital for patients affected by infectious 
or contagious diseases outside the limits of said municipality, shall have 
exclusive jurisdiction and control of such pest house or hospital for the 
enforcement of all sanitary and health regulations. 

SEC. 3. In el'ect. This act, being deemed of immediate importance, shall 
take effect and be in force from and after its publication in the Iowa State 
Register and the Des Moines Leader. newspapers printed and published at 
Des Moines. Iowa.

AN ACT to amend section twenty-five hundred and eighty-one (2581) of the code, in rela­
tion to itinerant physicians.

SECTION I. A.gent or employe, That section twenty-five hundred eighty­
one (2581) of the code be amended by inserting after the word" who" in the 
fourth line the words II by hiinself. agent or employe ".

CHAPTER 110. 
SALE OF COCAINE. 

H. F.3I. 

AN ACT relating to the sale of cocaine and providing punishment for the illegal sale 
thereof. [Amendatory of chapter eighteen (18) of tide twelve (XII) of the code, relat­
ing to the practice of pharmacy.] 

Be it enactM.I 'by eM (}en.eroJ, h8emJJl!l oJ eM Beau oj lOUJa: 

SECTION I. Sale of eoeaine. No one. by himself, clerk, employe or 
agent, shall either directly or indirectly, sell or give away any cocaine, or 
preparation containing cocaine, except on the written prescription of a regis­
tered !hysician for medical purposes. And no such I>rescription shall be 
re61le except upon the written order of a physician. However. nothing in 
this act shall be construed to prevent the sale thereof to a wholesale or retail 
dealer in drugs nor registered physician. or licensed dentist for use in the 
practice of his profession. 

SEC. 2. Penalty. Anyone found guilty of violating the provisions of sec­
tion one, of this act. for the first offense, shall pay a fine of not less than 
twenty-five doJJars. and not more than one hundred dollars and cost of prose­
cution. For the second offense. and each subsequent offense. he shall pay on 
conviction thereon, a fine of not less than one hundred doJJars, and not more 
than three hundred dollars, or imprisonment in the county jail not to exceed 
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
